A decade ago Great Britain 
and the United States failed to 
lock the door until the horse was 
stolen. That was w'hen Japan 
marched into northern China, 
sliced off a large chunk of ter¬ 
ritory, called it Manchukuo and 
established a puppet government 
there. A fortnight ago Great Bri¬ 
tain and the United States were 
again forced to protest after the 
horse was stolen, when the docile 
puppets of Vichy gave French 
Indo-China into Japanese cua- 
today. But today England and 
America are valiantly trying to 
keep the door tightly shut before 
the horse—in this case, Thailand 
—is stolen. Whether clear warn¬ 
ings to Japan will deter its mili¬ 
tary zealots at this late hour is 
doubtful. For ten years, with 
few reprisals, Japan has been 
highly succe.s?ful in flouting the 
protests of others.

EVEN DIMES HELP 


Dimes as well as dollars can 
build the armor of defense. 

Defense savings stamps, bought 
with dimes, quarters and half 
dollars of school children, house¬ 
wives and breadwinners, have al¬ 
ready put upwards of six million 
dollars into the U.S. Treasury. 
Before the yaer is out, they are 
certadn to have more than doubled 
that sum. 

Already being worked out is a 
program in which a quarter of a 
million of the nation’s re*^nil 
stores, filling stations and other 
places of business will be en¬ 
abled to sell defense stamps to 
the public. Early in July, Mich¬ 
igan chain stores took the initia¬ 
tive in launching just such a 
program. With the machinery at 
hand for an immediate coordin¬ 
ated effort by several thousand 
stores, no time was lost in put¬ 
ting the plan to a statewide test. 
The experiment proved so success¬ 
ful, Secertary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau has suggested exten¬ 
sion of the plan to a nationwide 
scale.
